To say that Mr. Morgan, reading the signs 
of the times, has given up his place on the boards 
of no less than 14 railroads has an imposing sound. 
But he and his partners are still on the boards of 
companies controlling an enormous railroad 
mileage. And what are the 14 from which he has 
retired? Six of them are the New York Central, 
the Michigan Central, the Lake Shore, the Nickel 
Plate, the West Shore, the Big Four. But these 
are not six different roads, They are all parts of 
the same road. The New York Central Lines con- 
trol them all 

Mr. Morgan in penitence resigned peremptorily 
his directorships in the New Haven, the Central 
New England, the Harlem River & Portchester, 
the New York, Ontario & Western and a long list 
of navigation lines and interurban trolley roads. 
These, too, are all parts of the same road. The 
New Haven controls all these. 

What the Morgan & Co. house has done is, to 
retire from two railroad systems—the New York 
Central and the discredited New Haven—instead 
of from 14, It has retired.absolutely from only 
three or four New York finari¢tal institutions, In 
the case of others it has substituted a single di- 
rector for directors in duplicate and triplicate. 

From .the standpoint, of the great monopoly 
problem, it happens that the 80 directorships sur- ; 
rendered are not especially important just at pres- 
ent. Morgan & Co.’s control of national prosperity 
will not be much-affected thereby.

supervision, The companies are permitted te 
do business im accordance’ with law. Thus the 
law is upheld but the State, instead of suffering 
the loss of competition in trade‘’and of valuable 
manufacturing and commercial interests, gains 
by the elimination ef monopoly and the increase 
of competition. 
The law must be enforced. Corporations must 
be compelled to comply with it. But the object 
to be gafned is not so much the heavy punigh- 
ment of corporations which have been permitted 
for many years to violate law—and it certainly 
is not the punishment of the people of the State 
by depriving them of valuable interests and of 
competitive conditions—but te force obedience 
to the law. Of course reasonable punishment 
should be inflicted on the law-breaking corpora- 
‘ions. The question of reasonableness is. one 
that can be decided only by the court in the light 
of the facta. But, as in the case of Standard 
;Otl, the court might well consider the advisabil- 
ity of suspending the ouster decree, on condition 


ness and obey the law. 

No special legislation is needed in Missourt 
to accomplish this end.

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THE FUTURE OF AVIATION. 

A few days ago the cable told of an aviator 

who was preparing to cross the Andes where the 
peaks rise to.a height of 22,000 feet. Saturday's 
cable told how Aviator Legagneux,'in France, 
had broken the world’s record by ascending to 
a height of 20,668 feet,’or nearly four miles. On 
the same day came the news of Oscar Bider, a 
Swiss aviator, safely oacem cis the Alps in the 
midst of a fog. 
Following in the wake of Pegoud, who first 
looped the loop in the air, French, English and 
one American—Beachey—are doing the same stunt 
dally, flying upside down, perpendicularly, and 
proving in every possible way that the aeroplane, 
properly strengthened and piloted by an expert, 
is daily becoming safer. A French statistician 
confirms this by figures, showing that, whereas 
in 1908 there was a mortal accident for every 
1000 kilometers fiown, in 1912 there was one 
death for every 140,000 kilometers flown. This 
is about 85,000 miles. There were 140 deaths in 
1912 for 20,000,000 kilometers flown, as compared 
to 78 deaths for 3,700,000 kilometers flown in 
1911. 

This is tremendous progress. It proves that 
the aeroplane, properly constructed, is taking 
its place at least wjth the’automobile as a reason- 
‘ably safe mode of locomotion. Meantime, bigger 
things are being planned. Several contestants 
are. working night and day in preparation for 
the transatlantic flight next apring to win the 
$50,000 prize offered by the London Mail. It is 
quite certain that 1914 will be a year of astound- 
ing feats tin aviation.

Partner Thomas W. Lamont and Partner W. H. 
Porter retire from the board of the Bankers’ Trust 
Co. of New York, but Partner N. P. Davison still 
remains on that board to work the desires of the 
firm. Partners Porter, Davison and Lamont were 
all three formerly on the board of Guaranty 
Trust Co, Does the retirement of Messrs. Porter 
and Lamont “meet the spirit of unrest on the part 
of the public,” when Partner Lamont remains 
on this same board to cast votes as the interests 

of Morgan & Co, may indicate? 

The published list of corporations with which 

the directorate relations of the house are in no 
way disturbed includes some of the largest, com- 
bines in America, Powerful as each is in ftself, 
all are linked by this house in policies of common 
purpose constituting a still greater combine. 
s To say that Mr. Morgan, reading the signs 
of the times, has given up his place on the boards 
of no less than 14 railroads has an imposing sound. 
But he and his partners are still on the boards of 
companies controlling an enormous railroad 
mileage. And what are the 14 from which he has 
retired? Six of them are the New York Central, 
the Michigan Central, the Lake Shore, the Nickel 
Plate, the West Shore, the Big Four. But these | 
are not six different roads. They are all parts of 
the same road. The New York Central Lines con- 
trol them all 

Mr. Morgan in penitence resigned peremptorily 
his directorships in the New Haven, the Central 
New England, the Harlem River & Portchester, 
the New York, Ontario & Western and a long list 
of navigation lines and interurban trolley roads. 
These, too, are all parts of the same road. The 
New Haven controls all these. 

What the M & Co. house has done is, to 
retire from two ad systems—the New York 
Central and the discredited New Haven—instead 
of from 14, It has retired absolutely from only 
three-or four New York financial institutions. In 
the case of others it bas substituted a single di- 
rector for directors in’ duplicate and triplicate. 

From. the . standpoint, ofthe great monopoly 
problem, it happens that the 80 directorships sur-. 
rendered are not especially important just at pres- 
ent. Morgan & Co.’s control of national prosperity 
will not be much affected thereby. But to com- 
plain that the new order of things begins with 
30 directorates of legser importance, rather than 
with forty or fifty of greater importance, tvould 
he unreasonable. The significant thing is that 
the act of surrender and:the public statement 
accompanying it recognize fully the force and 
validity of a principle against which the Mor- 
gan house has béen the most notorious and in- 
veterate offender. It cannot object if the prin- 
ciple is at once embodied in terms of law. In- 
deed, Mr. Morgan says: “We expect from time 
to time to withdraw from other boards upon 
which we feel there is no special obligation | to 
remain.”

If invention ceased overnight, forever, industria) 
progress would naturally be toward larger indus- 
trial units. The overhead expense cf one big es- 
tablisment would be substituted for the much 
larger combined overhead of a dozen or a hundred 
little establishments producing like articles, The 
idea being to cheapen cost of production of stand- 
ardized goods. 
Industrial development has, in fact, taken this 
course.

These they have got by selling 
watered stock and by charging monopoly prices. 
How has this development affected invention?

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The.folly of the ouster proceeding carried to 
its extreme is illustrated in the decision ef the 
State Supreme Court against the members of the 
Yellow Pine Trust, If the ouster decree stands, 
with the heavy fines tmposed on the companies, 
the result will be nothing less than the expub., 
sion from the State ef 24 of the largest yellow 
pine lumber companies, and the lumber trade 
of the State will suffer to that extent.

preme Court drove from the State the Standard 
Oil corporations and deft only the Waters Pierce

which the decision was intended to destroy. Sub- 
sequently, the error was corrected by modifica- 
tion of the decree permitting the Standard Oil 
te do business in Missouri. ' 


Post-Dispatch called attention to the excellent 
law in Kansas by which, instead of ousting trust 
corporations, the court is empowered to compel 
them te conform with the law, by putting their 
business in the hands of receivers or by direct 
supervisien, The companies are permitted to 
do business im accordance with law. Thus the 
law is upheld but the State, instead of suffering 
the loas of competition im trade‘and of valuable 
manufacturing and commercial interests, gains 
by the elimination ef monopoly and the increase 
of competition. 

The law must be enforced. Corporations must 
be compelled to comply with it. But the object 
to be gafned is not so much the heavy punish- 
ment of corporations which have been permitted 
for many years to violate law—and !t certainly 
is not the punishment ef the people of the State 
by depriving them eof valuable interests and of 
competitive conditions—but te force obedience 
to the law. Of course reasonable punishment 
should be inflicted on the law-breaking corpora- 
tions, The question of reasonableness is one 
that can be decided only by the court in the light 
of the facta. But, as in the case of Standard 
Oll, the court might well consider the advisabil- 
ity of suspending the ouster decree, on condition 


ness and obey the law. 

Re special legislation is needed In Missouri 
to accomplish this end. The Supreme Court has 
the power to do it, and it might with wisdom 
exercise this power in the Lumber Trust cases. 
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THE WAR NUISANCE. 
Not only is international warfare, as Bernard 


\Shaw says, “an unmitigated nuisance,” but the 


unceasing preparations for war on a gigantic 
scale the world over are an even worse nuisance. 
When the great civilized nations of the world, 
from military necessity, as is said, starve their 
national physical growth and deny the daily needs 
of millions of people in order to build bloated 
armaments and maintain immense armies and 
fleets, they are injuring themselves more than 
they are likely to harm their. enemies in time of 
conflict. The huge waste of human energies and 
material resources due to spread of militarism is 
the heaviest clog on the world’s progress. 

Some day intelligent beings will see the ab- 
surdity of the situation they have created. If 
ever the world develops an international sense of 
humor, it will laugh the whole business of jingo- 
ism and militarism out of existence. 
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THE FUTURE OF AVIATION. 
A few days ago the cable told of an aviator 
who was preparing to cross the Andes where the 
peaks rise to a height of 22,000 feet. Saturday's 
cable told how Aviator Legagneux, in France, 
had broken the world’s tecord by ascending to 
a height of 20,668 feet,’or nearly four miles. On 
the same day came the news of Oscar Bider, a 
Swiss aviator, safely caus the Alps in the 
midst of a fog. 
Following in the wake of Pegoud, who first | 
looped the loop in the air, French, English and 
one American—Beachey—are doing the same stunt 
dally, flying upside down, perpendicularly, and 
proving in every possible way that the aeroplane, 
properly strengthened and piloted by an expert, 
is daily becoming safer. A French statistician 
confirms this by figures, showing that, whereas 
in 1908 there was a mortal accident for every 
1000 kilometers fiown, in 1912 there was one 
death for every 140,000 kilometers flown. This 
is about 85,000 miles. There were 140 deaths in 
1912 for 20,000,000 kilometers flown, as compared 
to 78 deaths for 3,700,000 kilometers flown in 
1911. 

This 1s tremendous progress. It proves that 
the aeroplane, properly constructed, is taking 
its place at least wjth the‘automobile as a reagon- 
rably safe mode of locomotion. Meantime, bigger 
things are being planned. Several contestants 
are. working night and day in preparation for 
the transatlantic flight next to win the 
$50,000 prize offered by the London Mail. It is

“By savage man the Gods were recog- 
nized chiefly in the irresistible catas- 
trophes of nature, in the lightning, the 
earthquake, the flood and the drouth, 
the volcano and the mighty wind, 

“Twentieth century people recognize 
God chiefly in the wonderful energies of 
sound, light and electricity, in the vital 
processes of plants and animals, in hu- 
man loves and aspirations and in the 
evolution of human society.”

BUFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 3.—Dr. Fred- 
erick C. Busch died of cancer today 
at the Gratwick State Cancer Labo- 
ratory, of which he was an assistant 
director. 

When it became evident a couple of 
months ago that Dr. Busch had cancer, 
recourse was taken to the radium treat- 
ment, in which he himself was a rirfm 
believer. This was given at the Kelly 
Hospital in Baltimore, but the experts 
held no hope of success, 

“It was kpown the process of the 
cancer was too extensive to be eradi- 
cated,” said Dr. Gaylord, director of 
the Gratwick Laboratory, tonight. ‘“‘Be- 
fore the application of the radium it 
was seen the case was hopeless. Wr 
expected nothing. As a matter of fact, 
there was a local improvement appar- 
ent a week ago. This was not a fair 
test for radium in its effects on can- 
cer.’’

AUTO MAKES PROFIT FOR 
COUNTRY LIVERYMAN 


Frank Craven of Fuller & Craven, liv- 
ery stable owners at Milan, Ind., talked 
interestingly to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er last week on the automobile as a 
factor in the livery business. The firm 
now has two light cars in service and 
expects to add a third early this spring 
Milan has about 1000 inhabitants and is 
not much different from other towns of 
that size except in the enterprise of the 
liverymen and some other business men. 

“We bought a seven-horse stable 
about 11 years ago,”’ said Craven, ‘‘and 
by Close attention to business developed 
a 23-horse business on our busy days 
and seasons. Then we faced a poser in 
the fear that our stock would eat us 
out of profits on dull days or a dull 
season. Then we bought an automobile 
and found a way to solve our worry. 

“Soon we had a second auto in serv- 
ice. We have experimented a good deal 
and we have found only light four-pas- 
senger cars to be profitable for our busi- 
ness. After many tests we decided that 
10 cents a mile for one passenger, 15 
cents for two and 2% cents for three to 
be the lowest rate that made us a profit. 
During the good roads season we use 
the cars almost every day and they 
earn us on an average of $6 to $7. On 
long trips or several short trips we often 
run $20 a day for a machine. When not 
in use they do not eat; and through 
their use we have reduced our number 
of horses. Salesmen pay extra railroad 
fare to get to use our autos, because we 
make the back country four or five day 
trips in a buggy in two days and, if 
necessary, he can come from way back 
in the hills after night, for there is no 
horse to consider and the chauffeur 
will let the salesman sleep. The jolting 
of light cars is not considered an ob- 
jection by our customers. 

‘*‘We experimented a bit with heavy 
cars,’ continued Craven, “but we found 
fuel and tire expense so heavy that we 
would have to charge 2% cents a mile, 
regardless of the number of passengers. 
That was too much for our trade. When 
the roads freeze in the rough and are 
likely to eut tires, we-use only horses 
But at such times trade always is at a 
low ebb and the machines are not 
needed.”

Still Other Financiers Expected 
to Follow Morgan in Meeting 
Administration Views. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reaun of the Post-Dispatch... 

WASHINGTON,’ Jan. 3.—Information 
was received in Washington today to the 
effect that Jacob H. Schiff and other 
members of Kuhn-Loeb & Co. would 
issue an announcement shortly similar 
to that given out by J. P. Morgan & 
Co. yesterday, concerning withdrawal 
of that banking house from the direc- 
torates of a number of corporations. 

The Morgan statement is taken in In- 
terstate Commerce Commission circles 
as meaning that the inside group of the 
“Money Trust” is willing to give up 
some of its direct agencies of control 
over railroad systems in the hope that 
the commission will ‘grant an increase 
of 6 per cent in raflroad freight rates in 
the Eastern classification territory, 
amounting to $60,000,000 annually. If the 
retirement works nicely in the case of 
the Bastern roads, it ig believed that 

an increase in rates in other parts of 
the country will be asked, making an 
aggregate rate increase of $250,000,000. 

The recent letter from the commis- 
sion to railroad companies asking for 
data relative to interlocking director- 
ates conveyed to the minds of some of 
the bankers a strong impression that 
the commission would not grant the 
increage if it was shown that virtually 
all the potential beneficiaries were un- 
der the same control. ..

There are houses where any 
little murderess or center of a licentious scandal 
can get three weeks of painful if profitable pub- 
licity; where anything or anybody that can pique 
vulgar, prurient curiosity is welcome. These houses 
will always be at the possible low water mark of 
morality, but they are staling fast. They cannot 
meet the demand they have created and are sink- 
ing fast to be the resorts of ‘rounders’ of both 
sexes, mostly male, however, thank heaven. They 
can only go'so far.

REPEAL OF ORR RISK

With the tariff question and the cur- 
rency bill settled, the year 1914 promises 
to be a banner real estate year, as the 
people, who have heretofore invested 
heavily in stocks and bonds, now are 
investing their surplus in St. Louis reai 
estate. Good evidence of this fact is 
that at the present time good real es- 


corners in demand. 

The year 1914 will prove an excellent 
subdivision year, as numerous agents 
on realty row are making prepara- 


‘tions to place their subdivisions on the 


market in the early spring. These 
subdivisions, it is said, will be sold to 
the builders of moderate priced homes. 
During the past year several high-class 
subdivisions were developed and prac- 
tically every lot sold. 

. It has been noticeable to our country 
visitors that St. Louis has some of the 
finest apartment houses in the country. 
It is the practice of the apartment house 
builders to try to outdo one another, 
consequently one can hardly tell what 
is going up next. The latest improve- 
ment in the apartment line brought to 
the writer’s attention is an apartment 
now being built with refrigerating ser- 
vice to furnish cool air not only to cooi 
the ice box, but to cool the individual 
rooms. §8o, in the future, the tenant 
will be served with heat in winter and 
cool air in summer. It is the intention 
of the owners of these apartment houses 
to make life in St. Louis a paradise. 


For Rent Signs Diminishing. 


. The much-hated for rent sign is fast 


diminishing, and there are fewer va- 
cancies in St. Louis at the present time 
than at any other period since the 
World’s Fair. This fact, however, is 
due to the co-operation of the real estate 
agent and the owner, who have discov- 
ered that the only way to do away with 
the for rent sign is to keep property in 
first-class condition. 

Few, if any, of the property owners 
in St. Louis, and In fact few of the 
agents realize the tremendous force that 
the Real Estate Exchafige exercises on 
matters of public importance and public 
welfare. 

In spite of drastic legislation that has 
been passed to protect property owners 
from the rapacity of lead pipe thieves 
and vandals who destroy hundreds of 
dollars ,worth of property for the gain 
of a few pennies, this depredation has 
eontinued until the Real Estate Ex- 
change in, desperation has taken up the 
matter and has employed a special at- 
torney to prosecute such cases as may 
come before its notice, and during the 
past year several Coney none have been 
obtained. ' 

Tax Increase Defeatef. 

It was due largely to the efforts of 
the Real Estate Exchange that the in- 
crease in the tax rate was defeated, 
As will be remembered, the Comptroller 
o: the City. of St. Louis desired to in- 
crease the taxes from its present rai> 
of $2.22 “per $100 to $2.35. Ten Cents 
of this increase was to be used for the 


completion of the highway or street car 


approach to the Municipal (Free) 
Bridge, and the $3 cents was to be used 
to pay the increased salaries voted 
by the last Municipal Assembly. 

At the last meeting of the Board ~vf 
Directors of the Real Estate Exchange 
a resolution was adopted favoring the 
Reber Approach for the Municipal 
(Free) Bridge, the Exchange feeling in 
its wisdom that the Reber Approach 
is now most favorable in the public 
eye. This resolution advocated a bon 
issue in the spring and an educational 
campaign fo enlighten the public on 
the necessity of the rapid completion 
of the Free Bridge.

ment on the vault question, which 
has beeri one of the biggest prob- 
lems the city has had to contend with. 
there being about 15,000 vaults in the 
city, but have been disappearing at 
the rate of 2 per month. From time to 
time different property owners and 
agents were brought to Police Courts 
Ol Warrants issued by the Health De- 
partment under. the present law, for 
not removing vaults, but it seems all! 
cases were discharged, and at the pra- 
sent time a bill is being prepared under 
the auspices of the exchange, whica 
will meet the approval of all parties 
concerned and will also relieve a con- 
stant source of annoyance from the 
property owners. 


Mortgage Tax Taken Up. 
Another problem that confronted the 


exchange during the past year was the 
mortgage tax question. A movement 


was on foot to force the owner of mort- 
gage ‘loans to file a statement with the 
Assessor for taxatior® which would nat- 
urally injure the loan business. The 
exchange endeavored to have the State 
Legislature, at its last session, pass a 
recording tax on mortgages, but were 
street of University City, with the tm- 
provement of the Ames tract. 
unsuccessful. Had this become a law, 
the borrower would pay the recording 
tax, and consequently would. make rea! 
estate loans free from taxation and an 
excellent investment. 

One of the greatest dangers to the real 
estate interests of St. Louls during the 
past year was the insurance question. 
The exchange was prompt to take the 
initiative, and held public meetings in 
conjunction with the prominent insur-~ 
ance men of the city, and demanded of 
Gov. Elliott W. Major the repeal of the 
Orr risk law. A committee was ap- 
pointed to call upon the Governor, and 
were suceesstul in getting said law re- 
pealed. 

Among the numerous other work done 
by the exchange during the past year 
was the appointing of an arbitratior 
committee. This cgmmittee consists of 
three members of the Real Estate Ex- 
change and three members of an organ: 
ization known as the Social Service 
Among Colored People. The object of 
this committee is to weigh disputes aris- 
ing from the sales of homes in negro 
districts .to white people, and the re- 
verse, and to order the refund, by the 
seller, of earnest money when the 
neighbor’s protest seems justified. The 
personnel] of this committee is made uD 
of men .of judicial temperament who 
act without prejudice, and so far has 
met with great success. 

Joins Good Reads Movement. 
Recently a State Federation of Real 
Estate Men was organized at Sedalia. 
Mo. The object of this organization is 
to assist the good roads cause and to 
get the co-operation of the property 
owners and agents of the State in legis- 
lative matters. About §& members of 
the local exchange belong to this asso- 
ciation. 

An auxiliary of the Real Estate Ex- 
change was organized recently and

With the tariff question and the cur- 


rency bill settled, the year 1914 promises 
to be a banner real estate year, as the 
people, who have heretofore invested 
heavily in stocks and bonds, now are 
investing their surplus in St. Louis reai 
estate. Good evidence of this fact is 
that at the present time goéd real es- 


corners in demand. 

The year 1914 will prove an excellent 
subdivision year, as numerous agents 
on realty row are making prepara- 
‘tions to place their subdivisions on the 
market in the early spring. These 
subdivisions, it is said, will be sold t9 
the builders of moderate priced homes. 
During the past year several high-class 
subdivisions were developed and prac- 
tically every. lot sold. Ke 

It has been noticeable to our country 
visitors that St. Louis has some of the 
finest apartment houses in the country. 
It is the practice of the apartment house 
builders to try to outdo one another, 
consequently one can hardly tell what 
is going up next. The latest improve- 
ment in the apartment line brought to 
the writer’s attention is an apartment 
now being built with refrigerating ser- 
vice to furnish cool air not only to cooi 
the ice box, but to cool the individual 
rooms. §8So, in the future, the tenant 
will be served with heat in winter and 
cool air in summer. It is the intention 
of the owners of these apartment houses 
to make life in St. Louis a paradise. 


For Rent Signs Diminishing. 
The much-hated for rent sign is fast 
diminishing, and there are fewer va- 
cancies in St. Louis at the present time 
than at any other period since the 
World’s Fair. This fact, however, is 
due to the co-operation of the real estate 
agent and the owner, who have discov- 
ered that the only way to do away with 
the for rent sign is to keep property in 
first-class condition. 

Few, if any, of the property owners 
in St. Loufs, and in fact few of the 
agents realize the tremendous force that 
the Real Estate Exchafige exercises on 
matters of public importance and public 
welfare. 

In spite of drastic legislation that has 
been passed to protect property owners 
from the rapacity of lead pipe thieves 
and vandals who destroy hundreds of 
dollars ,worth of property for the gain 
of a few pennies, this depredation has 
eontinued until the Real Estate Ex- 
change in , desperation has taken up the 
matter and has employed a special at- 
torney to prosecute such cases as may 
come before its notice, and during the 
past year several convictions have been 
obtained. ' f 

Tax Increase Defeatefi. 

It was due largely to the efforts of 
the Real Estate Exchange that the in- 
crease in the tax rate was defeated, 
As will be remembered, the Comptroller 
o7 the City of St. Louis desired to in- 
crease the taxes from its present rai 
of $2.22 “per $100 to $2.35. Ten Cents 
of this increase was to be used for the 


completion of the highway or street car 


approach to the Municipal (Free) 
{Bridge, and ‘the $ cents was to be used 
to pay the increased salaries voted 
by the last Municipal Agsembly. 

At the last meeting of the Board ~f 
Directors of the Real Estate Exchange 
a resolution was adopted favoring the 
Reber Approach for the Municipal 
(Free) Bridge, the Exchange feeling in 
its wisdom that the Reber Approach 
is now most favorable in the public 
eye. This resolution advocated a bon 
issue in the spring and an educational 
campaign fo enlighten the public on 
the necessity of the rapid completion 
of the Free Bridge.

ment on the vault question, which 
bas beeri one of the biggest prob- 
lems the city has had to contend with.

Mortgage Tax Taken Up. 
Another problem that confronted the 


exchange during the past year was the 
mortgage tax question. A movement 


was on foot to foree the owner of mort- 
gage loans to file a statement with the 
Assessor for taxatiom® which would nat- 
urally injure the loan business. The 
exchange endeavored to have the State 
Legislature, at its last session, pass a 
recording tax on mortgages, but were 
street of University City, with the tm- 
provement of the Ames tract. 
unsuccessful. Had this become a law, 
the borrower would pay the recording 
tax, and consequently would. make rea! 
estate loans free from taxation and ao 
excellent investment. 

One of the greatest dangers to the real 
estate interests of St. Louis during the 
past year was the insurance question. 
The exchange was prompt to take the 
initiative, and held public meetings in 
conjunction with the prominent insur-~ 
ance men of the city, and demanded of 
Gov. Elliott W. Major the repeal of the 
Orr risk law. A committee was ap-+ 
pointed to call upon the Governor, and 
were suceessful in getting said law re- 
ealed. 

Among the numerous other work done 
by the exchange during the past year 
was the appointing of an arbitration 
committee. This cqmmittee consists of 
three members of the Real Estate Ex- 
change and three members of an organ: 
ization known as the Social Service 
Among Colored People. The object of 
this committee is to weigh disputes aris- 
ing from the sales of homes in negro 
districts ,to white: people, and the re- 
verse, and to order the refund, by the 
seller, of earnest money when th 
neighbor's protest seems justified. The 
personnel of this committee is made u» 
of men of judicial temperament who 
act without prejudice, and so far has 
met with great success. 

Joins Good Roads Movement. 
Recently a State Federation of Real 
Estate Men was organized at Sedalia. 
Mo. The object of this organization is 
to assist the good roads cause and to 
get the co-operation of the property 
owners and agents of the State in legis- 
lative matters. .About 60 members of 
the local exchange belong to this asso- 
ciation. 

An auxiliary of the Real Estate Ex- 
change was organized recently and 
called*the Salesmen’s Association of the 
Real Estate Exchange. This associa- 
tion comprises men who are employed 
as salesmen by members of the ex- 
change, and has met with great success, 
holding regular weekly meetings at 
which numerous listings of property 
changes hands, through which many 
deals have been consummated. 

The Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
Committee of the Real Estate Exchange 
has done noble work during the past 
year, having secured a larger amount 
of money than in any -previous year.

FAULTY HATCHES 


Incubators Not Always to Blame 
for High Percentage of 
Deaths in the Shell. 


Not only is the artificial hatcher blam- 
ed for many of the failures experienced 
during the incubation season, but the 
natural incubator is eyed with suspicion, 


when more often than not, the cause of 
faulty hatches are traceable to condi- 
tions outside their control. 

We are now in the midst of the mat- 
ing season, and many eggs will be set 
with the object of securing early chicks 
for the spring markets, and, as in the 
past, some will fail to secure desirable 
hatching results. The fault will not be 
so much in the way of infertility in the 
eggs as in the ability of the chicks to! 
struggle out of them. The breeder can 
mate consumptive, rickety, weak and ill- 
portioned birds and their eggs may be 
fertile, but to get strong and vigorous 
chicks from such eggs is quite another 
matter. Some seasons the percentage of 
chicks dying in the shell is much greater 
than others, and the poultry keeper is at 
his wit’s end to account for it—that is as 
far as his breeding stock is concerne4. 
so the blame is laid on the: incubator or 
the ‘inoffensive setting hen. 

Fault Traceable to Breeder. 

If an incubator fails to bring off a 
good hatch, owing to the high percent- 
age of dead in the she, it does not 
follow that the incubator is the real 
cause of the failure. It may be that 
the layers of the eggs incubated are 
young pullets that have been bred from 
before bodily development has reached 
the limit; or it may be that an imma- 
ture cockerel heads the breeding pen. 
If so, then the faulty hatch is traceable. 
not to the incubator, nor even to the 
breeding stock, but to the poultry keep- 
er himself for mating unsuitable breed- 
ing stock. 

There is a great temptation on part of 
ynany who have a big trade in eggs for 
hatching to place pullets in the breed- 
ing pens instead of hens, the latter 
being unable to produce sufficient eggs 
to fill the orders booked. If the pul- 
lets are fully developed, and are mated 
to a second season male that has been 
rested and is in good breeding condi- 
tion, the eggs produced should contain 
germs capable of living through the 
process of incubation; but if, on the 
other hand, the pullets have begun. to 
lay before bodily development is com- 
pleted, it hardly matters What class of 
male they are mated to, their eggs will, 
under incubation, show a high per- 
centage of dead in the shell. 

Breeding Stock Often Weak. 
But, apart from the causes of death 
in the shell referred to above, there are 
other causes which result from mature. 
but weak breeding stock. The use, in 
the breeding pen, of two-year-old hens 
mated to an early hatched cockerel is 
often recommended for the production 
of vigorous early chicks, and such advice 
is sound when carried out with good 
judgment. If, however,*the hens ere 
dragged through moult, or the cockerel 
prior to being placed in the breeding 
pen, has been allowed to run and mate 
with other birds at random, the result 
will be a high percentage of dead in the 
sliell when the eggs ure incubated. 
Age and maturity stand for little un- 
less they are coupled in the breeding 
pen with health and vigor. The great 
mistake some breeders make, and es- 
pecially novices, is in allowing the male 
bird to run with the opposite sex in 
other than the breeding season, and 
often a male bird that would make a 
splendid sire is rendered unfit on this 
account. 

Cockerels should not even see the Op- 
posite sex from the time their own sex 
is determined until the day they are 
placed in the breeding pen. The older 
males reserved for future breeding op- 
erations should be given a run and house 
to themselves, if more poultry breeders 
paid attention to these most important 
factors in breeding, there would be 
fewer complaints of chicks dying in the 
shell. 

Forcing-Tonics AnotKer Cause. 

. Another predisposing cause of death 
in the shell is the use of forcing agents 
among the laying stock, to induce the 
hens to lay eggs in time for the pro- 
duction of early chicks. 

Many poultry keepers dose the birds 
with pungent and irritating tonics in 
order to gain a few extra eggs. An oc- 
casional tonic is a good thing, but to 
continually dose the birds weakens the 
reproduction organs, and causes weak 
germs in the eggs intended for the pro- 
duction of chicks at a time when cli- 
matic conditions makes the rearing of 
the very strongest chicks that can be 
had a difficult task. 

The mature birds that have been 
helped threugh the moult by a strong 
Sonstitution, and have started to lay. 
as a result of rational feeding, are the 
Ones to look to.for the parenting of 
livable chicks at this season of the 
year, and when such are used in the 
breeding pen the offspring give ‘little or 
me trouble in the way of death in the 
shell 


Wreng Feeding Also 
Then there is the wrong feeding of the 
fowls, to which death in the shell is 
traceable. Fowls that are too fat pro- 
Gute eggs that give trouble at hatching 
time. It is supposed by many that over- 
fat breeding stock produces many in- 
fertile eggs, but this is not always the

nothing of the fractures, many of which 
are too minute for detection by the 
naked eye. The shells of such eggs pre- 
vent that normal interchange of gases 
so essential to the right development of | 
the embryo chicks during the period of. 
incubation. 

Apart from this, it should be remarked 
that the shell of an egg is responsibie 
for the supply of those elements which 
ecntribute to the building up of the 
chick’s cartilage and therefore it stands 
to reason that uniess the developing e™m- 
bryo gets sufficient frame food it must 
enccumb sooner or later. Great care 
should be exercised in the feeding of the 
breeding stock, sc as to obviate the risks 
of internal . fatness, and to. secure @ 
healthy eondition of the oviduct, that 
organ being responsible for the shelling 
of the eggs. 

Not only are ¢ggs likely to be deficient 
in shell matter, but their contents also 
are likely to be detrimentally affected by 
the quality of the food fed to the breed- 
ing stock. If the breeders are not sup- 
plied with all the elements conducive to 
the formation of perfect eggs the death 
of a large per cent of embryo chicks 
will result. 

Birds that are properly fed will pro- 
duce eggs of normal formation at a 
normal rate. Some theorists would have 
us believe that the food fed to fowls in 
no way affects the internal parts of the 
eggs laid. Nothing could be. more ab- 
surd. An egg may be deficient in either 
mineral salts, oils, albumen or water, 
according to the nature of the food fed 
to produce it. 

To imagine, as some do, that a hen 
cannot produce an egg of good outward 
appearance, and at the same time one 
that is lacking in some part of its in- 
ternal structure would be as absurd as 
to declare that fowls never produce mal- 
formed eggs at all. Those who know 
anything about eggs are aware that 
yolkless ones, Or ones whose yolks are 
diminutive are liable to result from the 
feeding of poor foods to laying stock. 

When considered that an egg is not 
dependent for its development upon one 
organ alone, but upon separate organs 
located in different parts of the hen’s 
body, it is not difficult to imagine how 
liable it is to some deficiency in some 
part of its makeup, if the feeding is at 
fault. Set the ovaries going at too 
rapid a rate by the use of forcing foods: 
get the lining membrane of the ovi- 
Gduct coated with fat, the result of feed- 
ing on. foods too rich in oll properties 
and which prevents that organ from 
properly performing its albumen, shell 
and membrane making functions, and 
the result will be eggs deficient in some 
structural part and eggs that will, if in- 
cubated, produce dead chicks in the 
shell. 

Open Runs’ Help Fowls. 

Fowls cramped up in small runs are 
more lIlable to produce eggs which, 
when set, will contain dead chicks than 
those having free range. There is so 
much food that is natural.on the range 
which helps the birds towards the pro- 
duction of normal and strongly fertil- 
ized eggs. Kept In small runs the fowls 


are dependent for their living upon the

Thereafter, for several yrs, 
he enacted border forays and gun fights, holdups and 
murders, hairbreadth escapes and frontier crimes. The 
scenes of the homicide of which he is accused were so 
similar to those often depicted in Wild West films that, 
some of his friends believe,» he committed the deed al- 
most automatically, as if it were one of his own the- 
atrical rehearsals. : 

‘It is well known that an action often repeated photo. 
graphs itself, so to speak, upon the muscles and nerves 
and may be reproduced unconsciously. Thus a pianist’s 
hands memorize a selection and leave his will free to 
take care of interpretation. Thus.a skilled boxer’s fists 
instinctively learn to block blows which would seem tvo 
swift for the eyes to foresee. 


Likewise, the theory is, Vann had practiced “getting. 


the draw” so often in his mimic world that when he 


thought himself in danger his hand mechanically flashed 


his pistol from his holster- and his finger, as it had. done 
scores of times before, spontaneously pulled the trigy . 
ger. In this case it tragically happened that the re- 
volver was not a property one, but was loaded with 
shells that were far from being phantoms. 

Vann was sent by his manager. from Bartlesville, Ok., 
to borrow a herd of sheep, to be used in a pastoral scene, 
from Charles Brown, a herdsman near Caney, in South- 
ern Kansas. He borrowed an automobile for the 
trip from his mother, Mrs. S. E. Bell, and took his half- 
brother, Alfred Bell, to act as chauffeur.

Frequent use of it in hair tonics, perfumes, t toilet Io- 
increases the amount stored away in the 
system until there is enough to produce the most dis- 
astrous consequences. Its use, even in alcohol lamps, 
where there is not enough ventilation to drive the 
fumes away, or ‘as an alcohol rub in Turkish baths 
provides sources for the accumulation. 


The same invcstigators discovered that substitutes 
for wood alcoho! often could be found cheaper than 
methyl as sold under its various aliases. In some places 
they found they had to pay 20 cents a pint for it in 
the same shop where denatured grain alcohol was sold 
for 25 cents a quart. Some of the wood alcohol com- 
pounds were labeled as po‘sons and some were not. 
Others told of its various “beneficient” qualities and 
warned of its dangers only in some such ambigious 
words as “for external use only.” Such warnings as 
this were usually printed in the smallest type. 


In a recent pamyhiet Wood declared: “We are con- 
sequently justified in asserting that ‘denatured’ alcohol 
is practically a harmless mixture and may be used for 
all the purposes, even as a beverage, for those ‘who like 
it, without producing methyl alcohol blindness or 
death.” ‘ .

If you must ride on trains and desire safety, 
go to England.

In a recent interview with a Post-Dispatch writer. 
Miss Van Btarcom said: 

“Wood alcohol is sold throughout the country with- 
out a poison label though its sellers know it to be 
poison and know that under the laws in all states it 
should be so labeled. They get around it by selling it 
not as wood alcohol, but under fancy trade names. The 
wood alcohol manufacturers scored a great point when 
they got permission from the Department of Agricul- 
ture for its use in denaturing grain alcohol for com- 
mercial purposes.
